Brokers Seek to Determine if Combined 
Shipments of Many Owners Are En- 
titled to Reduced Rate, 


udicia] ruling on a point as yet untouched 
vd precedent is asked in a suit brought yes- 
terday in the Circuit Court to decide whether 
shippers of merchandise, not actual owners 
of the goods, but custodians of several own- 
ers joined in shipping in carload lots, are 
ehtitled to the same reduced rates of ship- 
ment as a single owner who ships a carload 
of merchandise. 

The complainants, G. W. Sheldon & Co., 
custom-house brokers, 303 and 306 Dear- 
born street, maintain that as the custodians 
of the perty of several patrons who in- 
trust their goods for export to them they 
are entitled to the same rate of freight on 
carloads of merchandise.as though they 
were the actual owners of the various lots 
which go to make up the carloads of mer- 
chandize shipped by them. The bill is di- 
rected against the Wabash railroad com- 

y, the Lehigh Valley railroad company, 


a — the Lehigh and Wabash Dispatch, an 


association having charge of the freight 
business of the two roads. Judge Tuthill 
issued a temporary injunction restraining 
the defendants from refusing to carry the 
freight of the exporters till the final adjudi- 
cation of the suit. 

In support of the contention of the bill it 
is alleged that the Interstate Commerce 
commission has held that it was not unjust 
to allow shippers in carload lots a reduction

BUILDERS TALK OF WORK 


NATIONAL, COUNCIL OPENS CONVEN- 
| TION AT MILWAUKEE. 


President Carroll Delivers Address, 
Relating Progress Made During the 
Year—Committees Appointed—Reso- 
lution Presented Asking That Union 
Labels Be Placed on Structures 


Breeted by Members. 


w „ Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.

ly 300,000 laboring men engaged in the con- 
struction pf buildings, were present at the 
opening session of the third annual con- 
vention of the Wational Building Trades 
Council held here this morning. The dele- 
gates represent 186 various organizations, 
of them both city build- 
i es coun interna unions 
Phe delegates were welcomed to Milwaukee 
by Mayor Rose, who spoke of the good re- 
sults of organization of laboring men. In 
speaking of the progress of the labor unions 
of Milwaukee Mayor Rose declared it was 
the duty of the workingmen to endeavor to 
sécure a reduction in the prices of all neces- 
sities of life. Four-cent fares, he said, were 
the first result of a step in the right direction.

President Carroll Talks. 


In making his annual report President 
Edward Carroll told of the growth of the 
organization. | 

„Wen the organisation was founded,” 
he said, there were scarcely 25,000 mem- 
bers of the organizations affiliated. That 
was but three years ago. Now the various 
affiliated organizations have a membership 
of nearly 300,000 and nearly every Building 
Trades council in the United States is rep- 
resented in the national organization. Ina 
few years I expect the National Building 
Trades council to become the most powerful 
labor organization in the country. When all 
of the building trades in the country have 
become affiliated with the national organi- 
gation we will be able to control all building 
operations in the United States and secure 
far better wages and conditions than have 


ever been possible before.“ 
Opposes Joining Federa tion. 


H. W. Steinbiss, the secretary of the or- 
ganization, advised the delegates not to en- 
tertain any proposition that migut be made 
to unite with the American Federation of 
Labor. He said in part: 

“I should say that the results of affilia- 
tion with the American Federation of Lebor 
would be detrimental to the int of 
the building trades. Both organizations are 
working with the same purpose and we are 
friendly to each other, but we do not desire 
to afflliute. |

If Mr. Sothern were not the producer it 
would be unfair to speak so much of him and 
so little of Virginia Harned, whose role of 
the elfen Rautendelein is fully as important 
as that of Heinrich, and certainly as mystic- 
al, symbolical, allegorical, or whatever is 
the proper word with which to label some- 
thing one does not exactly understand. Miss 
Harned was everything last night that a 
many impulsed charming elfen maid should 
be, but she did not help to give the fairy 
tale a moral. Persons who saw Agnes 
Sorma act the part say she made her mean- 
ing for the play clearer than crystal, but 
those who were not of the number will 
grope no less for hearing Miss Harned trip 
her way through the five acts. They will be 
as well pleased with her, nevertheless, as 
they will be with the other pictures in the 
play. From the music with which Aime 
Lachaume has framed each shifting of ac- 
tion to the mountain peaks, the vales and 
the caverns which are their background, 
the tragedy of the bellmaker lacked no har- 
monizing aid. 

For the story part, Heinrich is an earth 
man whose great bell is overturned from a 
cliff by a wood sprite and sunk into a lake. 
Heinrich himself is found near to death by 
the elfen maid, Rautendelein, who heals him 
and then es him away from the conven- 
tional ngs of earth, his family, his pas- 
tor, his neighbors. It is the evident inten- 
tion of the dramatist to show that had the 
man been streng enough to throw off utter- 
ly the earthly bonds he would have been free 
on the heights forever. Heinrich, however, 
is not strong enough. He withstands the 
argument of the vicar—the convention of 
church—but when he hears his wife is 
dead he rushes away from Rautendelein and 
back to earth, to be driven forth by the 
vengeful folk of convention. By his weak- 
ness he has lost likewise the heights, and 
so he purchases one last interview with the 
elf at the price of his life. The literal will 
say Heinrich fell because he left his home 
in the first place. The opinion is as good as 
any other.

C of Memphis, Tenn.; David Over- 
meyer of Kansas, and Willis J. Abbot of 
Ex-Governor Hogg of Texas was 
expected, but for some reason failed to put 
in an appearance. It was expected that he 
w formally launch Mr. Bryan's candi- 
dacy for the Presidency. He telegraphed 
his blessing from St. Louis. It is whigpered 
there is something behind this fail of the 
Texas leader to attend. 

Mr. Bryan was the principal speaker at 
the banquet. He said in part: 

„Those who studied the money question 
in. 1896 foresaw the danger threatened by 
the gold standard and pointed out that its 
— establishment would involve us 
in every financial disturbance occurring in 
Europe, but the bankers were, for the most 
part, blind to the warning. Notwithstand- 
ing the increased production of gold, a few 
victories won by the Boers in south Africa 
have alarmed the bankers, and they are now 
fearing a panic unless England is imme- 
diately successful. Their financial interest 
in England's triumph is so great that many 
of them have silenced their sympathy for a 
struggling republic. 

Says America Lacks Independence. 

„Without financial independence this na- 
tion cannot be independent either in its for- 
eignor its domestic policy, and yet the Re- 
publican party is even now pre 
chain America like a captive to 
golden chariot. | 

“Those who studied the money question 
in 1896 also foresaw that the retirement of 
the greenbacks was a part of the gold stand- 
ard plan. Many Republicans scouted at the 
idea, and the President avoided any men- 
tion of the matter in his letter of acceptance. 

“But now the scheme is being unfolded 
and the financiers are to be empowered to 
expand or contract the currency at their

JACKSONWS PRESENT FAME. 
Tun yesterday celebrated the 
anniversary of the victory of New Orleans 


Jackson, Never before has the great or- 
ganizer of the Democratic party received 
such a tribute from a paper not belonging 
to that party. No Whig paper ever gave 
Jackson such attention in the height of his. 
career. The fierce anti-Jackson sentiment 
which many Americans felt during his lire- 
time, and sometimes passed on in a milder 
form to their sons, has died out. 

Andrew Jackson was in many respects the 
Republican of his day, and now that the 
fierce partisan passions of sixty years ago 
have disappeared his sounder principles re- 
main standing in their imposing and rugged 
simplicity for dispassionate judgmént. His 
summary suppression of nullification, which 
injured him as a popular Democratic hero 
at the South as ling as the right of seces- 
sion was an issue, now constitutes his great- 


est title to fame in the eyes of the whole 


Three great features of Jackson's career 
will always stand out in bold relief. These 
are his victory over the British at New 
Orleans, his successful fight against the 
United States Bank, and his suppression of 
nullification in South Carolina. To a re- 
markable degree he owed all his fame to

This letter needs no commentary to make 
its meaning clear. Mr. Cleveland lays his 
finger unerringly on those two principles 
of Jackson’s career which have won for 
him the undying\respect of Americans— 
his devotion to law and order afid to sound 
money. Mr. Cleveland does not discover 
those principles in Bryanism and Debsism, 
which consequently are not for him the 
equivalents of Jacksonianism. He does not 
find in the teachings of Jackson any sanc- 
tion of a debased currency. He does not 
find there any authority for the doctrine 
that a government must not enforce ita 
own laws when a mob endeavors to pre- 
vent their enforcement, When Jackson 
was President he got ready to prevent 
the attempted nullification of a national 
law by the State of South Carolina. He 
would have been even more prompt to 
suppress the followers of Debs than he 
was those ot Calhoun. 

The principles of latter-day Democracy 
are borrowed from populism and from 
anarchy, They are principles which, in 
the form they assu in his day, Jack- 
son abominated. So dq all Democrats to-

BOERS REPULSED AT LADYSMITH. 
England can draw a sigh of relief over 
the heliograph message in which General 
White announces his success in repulsing 
the Boer attack upon Ladysmith on last 
Saturday. Undoubtedly the British suf- 
fered severely and the list of casualties 
may be expected to dim the joy felt over 
the repulse of the rs, but there seems 
to be no reason for doubting that the ad- 
vantage at the close was on the side of 
General White’s forees. His report that 
the Boer loss greatly ed his own is 
probably correct. Yet+there is no cer- 
tainty that the attack may not be re- 
newed at any time with the same or op- 
posite results. 
In this case the adpantage of fighting 
behind breast works was with the British, 
while the Boers had to advance in the 
open and sustain a galling fire. Hitherto 
it has been the other way and the British 
have always lost m heavily than the 
enemy. The rs are evidently becoming 
restles¢ and unwilling to depend on siege 
guns alone for the notion of the town. 
The sight of the growing forces of General 
Buller on the Tugela, only fifteen miles 
from Ladysmith, has ¢aused them to fear 
they may be balked in their anticipated 
prisoners if they do not take heroic 
measures, Good tactics demands that 
when two forces of the enemy are about 
to effect a junction they should be attacked 
in detail before they can combine. But 
in this case the weaker detachment is be- 
hind the fortifications of Ladysmith, and 
thongh the Boers have followed correct 
tactics in attacking it, it has proved even 
more refractory than the relief column, 
That the fighting was stubborn and gal- 
lant on both sides certain. General 
White speaks specially of the strength, 
courage, and energy of the Boers. The

ij fact that some of the positions were three 


times taken by the Boers and retaken by 
the gallant British indicates the nature 
of the fight. The two points around which 
the fighting raged most hotly were Ceesar’s 
Camp and Wagon Hill, two fortified em- 
inences south and southwest of Ladysmith. 
It was of vital importance to the British 
to retain them, for their capture by the 
Boers would have made it impossible for 
Ladysmith to hold ont much longer. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that 
the situation remains unchanged. Joubert 
and his forces are still around Ladysmith, 
and if thebesiegers have lost men, so have 
the besieged. The Boers still hold the 
heavily intrenched hills north of the Tugela, 
and these hills must be pagsed by General 
Buller before he cay aid the beleaguered 
city.

PARK AS A PANACEA. 
‘So highly developed are the esthetic 


nature is now worshiped in her most for- 
bidding aspects and people grow enthusias- 
tie over the bare ruined choir” that the 
leafless trees of winter present, A writer 
in the last number of Appleton’s Popular 
Science Monthly sings the praise of a city 
park in the winter and declares that com- 
ing upon winter woods is “like meeting 
people stripped of all the artificial distine- 
tions of clothes and position.” 

But whatever may be thé esthetic gharm 
of winter parks it is certain that they have 
a hygienſe value which has never,been fully 
appreciated. Pedestrianism is one of the 
arts of the day and it is the universal cure 
for all diseases. And nowhere in the city 
can one get better air or that breadth 
fof vision which is in itself salutary than 
in the deserted parks. A walk through 
them on a winter’s afternoon restores 
mental equilibrium, and though it may 
“begin in a sort of dazzle and slug- 
gishness of the brain it ends in a peace 
that passes comprehension.” 


OPERA IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 
Pietro Mascagni, composer pf the well 
known opera, “ Cavalleria Rusticana,” has 
given voice to something like a requiem as 
he contemplates the probable evolution of 
opera in the twentieth century. He says: 
“I fear, and I am neither the only one nor 
the first one to believe it, that music, fol- 
lowing the present trend, will slowly end by 
separating itself entirely from speech. 
4 The twentieth century will witness 
the funeral of the music-drama if there can- 
not be found some one who has the genius 
and the strength to wrest it from the fatal 
current which drags it towards its end.“ 

If Mascagni’s doleful prediction be cor- 
rect, opera will come to its end some time 
in the new century. He will prove to be a 
false prophet, however. Music and speech 
will not be separated. Music began with 
speech and the partnership will never be 
dissolved. The old trinity—poetry, music, 
and the drama—will adhere together, Music 
will, not be the mere handmaiden of the 
other two, But will continue to be their 
chosen vehicle for expression. When the 
time comes the genius will come who w 
restore opera to its old place. 

Mascagni is right when he says that“ the 
public (and especially that of Latin nations, 
who more than others are attached to the 
traditions of the opera) today goes to the 
theater only to feel sensations thet can 
startle,” but this does not argue that opera 
is nearing its end. A similar state of things 
existed when Gluck made his appearance. 
and the situation was repeated when Wag- 
ner surprised the world with his music- 
dramas. The time is near at hand for 
another such advent. Wagner is dead, and 
the correctness of his theories ig yet to be 
demonstrated, Verdi has ceased writing. 
Beyond these two no great opera com- 
poser now appears in sight. But Mascagni 
may possess hisgoulin patience. When the 
time is ripe the man will come who willhave 
something new to say. 

But even if the new man should be long 
in coming there is no such danger as Mas- 
cagni apprehends. A revival of the works 
of the old masters will bridge over the time. 
Beethoven, Mozart, Gluck, Weber, Spon- 
tini, and others had much to say in their 
operas which is still worth the hearing. 
They wrote for all time. It is a healthy 
sign that in many parts of the operatic world 
there is a desire to return to the lofty stand- 
ards of “ Fidelio,” Dom Giovanni.“ “ The 
Magie Flute,” The Marriage of Figaro.“

A mass- meeting of the General Passenger 
Agents of all the roads in the country will 
be held at the Auditorium Hotel in this city 
on next Thursday for the purpose of bring- 
ing about an agreement to stop the payment 
of commissions on the sale of tickets and to 
secure more stability in passenger rates. 
While freight rates have been forced away 
up and are being fairly well maintained, pas- 
senger rates continue to be in a bad state of 
demoralization. 

About a month ago the Hastern trunk lines 
decided to stop payments of commissions on 
Jan. 1, but they find it will be uphill work 
to secure the maintenance of the agreement 
uhless their connections can be induced to 
join in the movement. In abolishing com- 
missions the roads are expected to readjust 
the compensation of their agents on a fair 


basis. 
Shipments Last Week. 

East-bound through and export shipments 
from Chicago last week were unusually 
large.
